I examined the body, and 
noticed three wounds on the body, and there 
was blood oozing from the right ear, From 
the fact that tho blood oozed from the right 
ear, I calculated that death ensued. from 
a fracture of the skull.

There was nobody 
but me and his ‘son in the room at the time 
when he said he did not want a doctor, 
The son I speak of who was with me 
is only ten years old. TI did not calina 
doctor. The steps on the stairs are about 
10 inches each high. _ There.is nothing par- 
ticularly dangerous about the stair, De-" 
coased was alone at the time. :

Yau 8z v. CHesten. 

“This was an action in which the plaintiff 
sued the Captain of tho steamship Midlothian 
for failure to carry out a contract. entered 
into between the parties for the chartering of 
that. vessel to proceed to Singapore and 
Penang. 

Mr Hayllar, instructed by Messrs .Den- 
nys aud Mossop, appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and the Attorney General, instructed by 
Messrs Brereton and Wotton, for_the-de- 
fendant. 

The Judge said that ‘plaintiffs carried on 
business us merchants in this Colony, and 


the defendant was Cuptain of the steamship- 


Midlothian, His Lordship went: over’ the 
main features of the caso which have been 
already reported. Messrs Macalister and 
Co, had instructed Messrs Stevens and Co. 
to see if they could get a charter for the 
steamship Midlothian, which was to arrive 
here. Thoy-had entered into negotiations 
with Hing Kee for the chartering of the 
vessel, Plaintiff agreed to the terms of the 
contract, with the exception of the paying 
of stevedorage and wharfage dues. During 
these negotiations the wires had broken 
down. ‘The Captain. had asked  Mossrs 
Stevens & Co. to keep the offer open'as 
long as possible, and ultimately it was clobed 
at about four o'clock. The Captairi said it 
was the best thing that could have been 
done, After this « telegram was_reecived 
from Messrs Macalister & Co. ordering the 
vessel to proceed to Saigon. The Captain 
had yiven notice’to: plaintiffs after. the 
receipt of this message that they could not 
have the vessol. As to the letter which 
Mesers Stevens had got from the Captain, 
the Attorney General had made a strong 


point of this, bnt his Lordship did not think |. 


there was anything wrong in the matter. 


The Captain lad. all his wits about him, | 


and his Lordship was sorry to think that he 
had not read it.» The Attorney General 
had thought it right in the discharge of his 
duty. to make some very -severe remarks 
on My James with reference to this letter. 
He had said that undue. advantage had 
been taken of tlie defendant, aud that the 
letter had been improperly obtained. . Hie 
Lordship contd pot understand how a man 
not drunk, with all his wits abont him, and 


who had been accustomed to deal with ship-. 


brokers, could be taken advantage of in the 
manner suggested. It was not Mr James’ 
fault that the Captain, had not read the 
letter.’ In justice tv Mr Janes, who had 
been resident a loiiy time in the Culony, he 
must say that he could not concur. in. what 
the Attorney Gencral had saif.
